Rats, thousands of them, 
have been used in the ex- 
periments, Thomas B. Osborne 
of New Haven and Lafayette 
KB. Mendel of Yale University, 
declared before the National 
Academy of Science annual 
meeting.

which formerly 
required 94 days to grow 
from 60 to 200 grams, can 
now achieve the same growth 
in but 25 days, it was stated. 

Who knows but what in fut- 
ure the cows and the chickens 
on the farm will grow with 
almost unbelievable. rapidity 
scientists asked. Appplied to 
humans, this rapidity of 
growth wonlde tut childhood’s 
happy hours’ nearly three- 
fourths. 

The rat experiments have 
been conducted for the past 
15 years with the same lab- 
oratory stock, it was stated. 
Diet and environment have 
producted the results. Year 
by year, a_ faster growing 
breed of rat was secured. 
Their size however, did not 
materally increase although 
frequently larger than the ave- 
rage, the scientists stated. 

Another remarkable scientific 
revelation, by Christine Ladd- 
Franklin of New York, was 
that all nerves when stimulat- 
ed shine by their own light. 

When a band of red light is 
thrown upon a screen in a 
darkened room, big slightly 
reddish blue ares on _ either 
side of the band are. seen,. it 
was stated. What the person 
really looks at, however, are., 
the fibres of his optic nerve 
which lie on the surface of 
the retina of the eye. Stimu- 
lated by the band of red light 
they become «luminous. One 
actually sees his own nerve 
currents.

The new pension system, it is 
estimated, would provide a maxi- 
mum yearly cost of $18,000,000 in

- Under its terms, any -Veteran 
who had served at least ninety 
days would be entitled to a dis-~ 


ability pension of from $20 to 50 
a month, apportioned to the length 
of his service. Monthly pensions 
would be automatically provided 
when the Veterans reached these

| The front and the back of the slip are 
cut along the lengthwise fold of material, 
as shown if the cutting guide. If altera- 
tions are required they should be made 
before cutting the material. The number 
of each step corresponds with the number 
of the notch or perforation to which it 
refers. It is, therefore, necessary to 
mark all notches carefully, using chalk 
or tailor's tacks for the purpose. 


In making the slip, the underarm seam 
is first closed. Then close the seam of 
exténsions on front and back. Form an 
an inverted plait, creasing on lines of =| 
medium perforations and bsing folded 
edges together over the underart seam. 
Baste and press plaits, then stitch along 
the folded edges as far down as the large 
perforations, and across the upper edges. 
Hem the upper edge of the slip and insert 
a narrow ribbon or elastic. 


Finish by adding the shoulder straps, 
the ends being sewed underneath the 
hem at the upper edge of the slip.
